According 
to USDA, the U.S. cattle 
herd numbered 125 million 
head on July 1, including

cows.

A group representing livestock producers who use 
federal lands said a White House economist told its 
members recently that he supports the transferor federal 
lands to the private sector, reports CNS. 

The Public Lands Council said Stove Hanke, senior 
economist for the President's Council of Kennomie Ad¬ 
visers, recently said that public-lands should be transfer¬ 
red to "presont usors" by a capitalization of tho present 
value of annual fees paid by these users over a period of 

tn Hunke reportedly told the group that private ownership 
would lend to more efficient and productive use of the ap¬ 
proximately 147 million acres of pub ic lands now under 
control of the federal government. However, the Public 
Lands Council said Hanke noted that his views on the 
subject differed substantially from those of Interior 
.Secretory James Watt, whose department regulates the 

use of those lands. . _, 

Control over federal lands has been a major concern of 
the U S. livestock industry because the economic viability 
of many Western livestock operations is dependent on 
grazing such lands. An estimated 20% of tliecattte enter- 
hig U.S. feed lots each year have been grazed on federal 
lands, according to the National Cattlemen a Assn. 

Livestock interests have been active in the so called 
Sagebrush RebeUion-a Western movement whan goal 
has been to bring about transfer of federal lands to state 
control However, transfer of federal lands to the private 
sector would go beyond the aims of that movement, 
already a target of criticism from environmental and con¬ 
servation groups.

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Industry supports USDA salt plan 

Moat industry firms both processors nnd con- 
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USDA expanding 
list for processing 

The list of approved sub¬ 
stances that moat and poul¬ 
try plants can use to scald 
hog carcasses, dofeather 
poultry or remove the lin¬ 
ing from beef and lamb 
atom&chs to make tripe hah 
been expanded, USDA said 
recently. 

USDA said it approved 
23 chemicals used to scald 
poultry that had been tra¬ 
ditionally used by the poul¬ 
try industry, but not pre¬ 
viously officially approved, 
reports CNS. 

In addition, USDA ap¬ 
proved three new sub¬ 
stances for hog scalding; 
sodium gluconate, sodium 
mono and dimethyl- 
naphthalene sulfonate and 
triethanolamino dodecyl- 
benzene sulfonate. These 
materials will be approved 
for use, effective Nov. 4, 
and the rule allowing their 
use will be published in tlie 
Oct. D Federal Register. 


generally responded 
favorably to a USDA pro¬ 
posal that would permit the 
use of potassium 
phosphate salts in meat 
and poultry products, 
reports CNS. 

Under the proposal, pro¬ 
cessors would be allowed to 
use potassium phosphate 
salts—such as dipotassium 
phosphate and potassium 
pyrophosphate—in all meat 
and poultry products in 
which USDA now permits 
use of Bodium salt. 

The proposal would also 
allow meat and poultry pro¬ 
cessors to use sodium 
hydroxide in- their product 
formulations to control 
acidity. Meat processors 
' would also be permitted to 
use phosphates—which 
enable meat products to re¬ 
tain their flavor, juiciness 
and tenderness during 
cooking—in most meat pro¬ 
ducts other than sausages. 

The National Meat Assn. 
(NMA) said adoption of the 
proposal would benefit 


sumers but asked that it be 
expanded to permit the use 
of phosphates in sausages. 
Since USDA striclty 
regulates the fat and 
moisture content in pro¬ 
cessed meats, there would 
be no reason to prohibit 
phosphate use in sausages 
as a means of preventing 
excessive moisture loss, 
NMA said. 

A few meat processing 
firms, such as Oscar Mayer 
Inc., Madison, Wis., told 
USDA that the proposal 
would help the meat in¬ 
dustry reduce the amount 
of sodium it uses in pro¬ 
cessed meat products. 
USDA lias been encourag¬ 
ing processors to look for 
ways of decreasing the 
sodium content of their 
products because of the 
link established between 
high sodium intake and 
hypertension, a form of 
high blood pressure. 
Among processed foods, 
processed meats are con¬ 
sidered a major source of 
dietary sodium.

FDA clearance of Lutalyse offers heifer solution for beef producers 


Pregnant feed lot heifers 
cun represent nothing huL 
trouble for the beef pro¬ 
ducer. Decreased feed effi¬ 
ciency. potential calving 
problems which are 
sometimes fatal, and, 
generally, a lower market 
value are just some of the 
problems connected with 
pregnant feedlot hoifers. 

It is estimated that up to 
30% of all heifers come into 
the feedlot pregnant. 
Various studies indicate 
that it costs $10 to $12 
more per cwt. to feed preg¬ 
nant heifers—an added ex¬ 
pense that usually reduces

good chance she may suffer 
calving problems, prolaps¬ 
ed uterus, retained placen¬ 
ta or even paralysis. 

In addition, young feeder 
heifers rarely make guml 
milkers; producers often' 
face the extra problem of 
disposing of undesirable 
calves. 

Although producers have 
struggled for several years 
without an FDA-approved 
product to abort pregnant 
feedlot heifers, clearance of 
Lutalyse for this purpose 
now offers an effective way 
to deal with this problem. 

Data from trials con¬ 
ducted by the Upjohn Com¬ 
pany and at independent 
feedlots throughout the 
country indicate that 25

GAO cites need for reform; 
says laws force farm sales

special use valuation, in¬ 
heritance taxes on farm 
laud can be based on the 
1 H ,id’s agricultural produc¬ 
tivity rather than on its ac¬ 
tual value as real estate. 

The GAO said regula¬ 
tions applying to Lhe two 

tax breaks currently ure 
too complicated and lead to 
higher costs in administer¬ 
ing states choosing to use 
them, Their use also in¬ 
creases the risk of Internal 
Revenue Service audits. 


Thus, these Lax breaks 
generally are used only by 
wealthy farmers, while 
smull farmers have con¬ 
tinued to go out of business 
when facod with in¬ 
heritance taxes. 

However, GAO said lhe 
generally lowor estate 
taxes included in the recent 
tax cut legislation probably 
will alleviate the need for 
most farm estates to use 
either the special valuation 
or extended payment tax 
provisions.

Japan's July processed 
meat production rose 0.5% 
over a year ago to 36,259 
tons, officials of the Japan 
Meat Processors Assn, said 
recently, reports UCN. 

Meanwhile, July’s pro¬ 
cessor offtake fell 7.5% 
from a year ago to 29,729 
tons, the third consecutive 
monthly drop, according to 
officials of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Forestry and 
Fisheries (MAFF). 

During the month, ham 
production rose 8.9% to 
7,344 tons. Bacon also rose 
6.6% to 2,787 tons. 
Sausage production rose 
3.3% to 15,217 tons. 

The MAFF officials said 
pork shipments to pro¬ 
cessors during the month 
totaled 21,511 tons, down 
21.8%, 

Beef totaled 1,077% 
tons, up 2.1% Imports 
totaled 970 tons, up 4.5%, 
and domestic 107 tons, 
down 16.7%. 

Horse meat totaled 2,841 
tons, down 14.5%, all im¬ 
ported. Sheep meat totaled 
4,297 tons, down 1P.3%, 
also all imports.

A swap of agricultural 
commodities for strategic

again. Nevertheless, he 
said he feared the greatest 
danger may lie in the " ad¬ 
mittedly remote" possibili¬ 
ty of a major default in one 
of the futures exchange 
clearing house.

Farm borrowers face 
greater risk exposure, a 
fnnre segmented and 
miecializeiJ lending market, 
mid tighter cash manage¬ 
ment requirements in Iho 
changing agricultural 
crP( ljt market, bankers 
said, reports CNS. 

Addressing a group ot 
community bankers at a 
session of the American 
Bankers Assn, conference 
in San Francisco recently, 
speakers said volntile in¬ 
terest rates and financial 
market deregulation have 
and will continue to alter 
lending practices. 

Leslie Petorson, presi¬ 
dent of the Farmers State 
Bank in Trimont, Minn, 
and past chairman of the 
ARA's Agricultural Bank¬ 
ing Division, said rising 
costs of funds and service 
costa and tightening of 
government lending prac¬ 
tices will force farmers to 
enliance internal cash flows 
to reduce borrowing needs. 

The widespread use of 
variable rate loans requir¬ 
ing the farmer to take on 
the risk of interest rate 
volatility already have 
placed a profit burden on 
borrowers, said Paterson. 
Farmers State is one of 
about 7,600 community 
banks which provide 
roughly 40% of all agricul¬ 
tural lending in the U.S. 

Walter Minger, senior 
vice president at the Bank 
of America, the nation's

Economists say conditions right 
for Southeastern herd expansion

Although total hog i 
_.L e . r q have been de- i 

creasing in the Southeast 
or tho last two years, 
several factors indicate 
that hog production may 
be on the rebound there, ac¬ 
cording to economists con¬ 
tacted by CNS. 

As of Sept. 1, total hog 
numbers in the four major 
southern hog producing 
states (North Carolina, 
Georgia, Texas and Ken¬ 
tucky! werB down 8.3% 
compared with a year ago, 
according to the USDAs 
14 -state hogs and pigs 
report. In 1980, hog 
numbers in the same states 
were down 9.2% compared 
with the 1979 inventory. 

However, in the Corn 
Belt, gilt retention and the 
beginning of herd expan¬ 
sion appears to have 
started, sources said. Gilt 
numbers in the Corn Belt 
j could increase 6 to 8% this 
1 year, according to Glenn 
Grimes, economist with the 
| University of Missouri. 

Factors such as cheaper 
corn prices in the Corn Belt 
and increased corn produc¬ 
tion in the major producing 
Southern states will on- 
. courage producers to ex¬ 
pand breeding herds within 
the next year, sources said. 

Also, cash hog prices in 
tho Southeast have been 
fairly comparable to corn 
belt prices (upper $40.00 
level), the sources said, 
which has encouraged 
many Southeastern hog 
producers. 

Interest rates, of course, 

> still are a delerent, tho 
l sources said, bub bo vitigs 


on energy and building • 
costs in the South will add ] 
to the list of positive fac- ; 
torB. 

If hog prices remain pro¬ 
fitable and prices low, pro¬ 
ducers will be gearing up 
for expansion in the 
Southeast, said Everett 
Nickels, professor of 
agricultural economics at 
North Carolina State Uni¬ 
versity. "However, it pro¬ 
bably will be a year before 
your producers expand 
their herds," he said. 

North Carolina is the 
largest hog producing state 
in the Southeast and total 
hog and pig numbers were 
89% of a year ago on 
Sept. 1, according to the 
hogs and pigs report. 

Marginal producers were 
forced out of business last 
year. Nickels said. "We lost 
$28 million in the hog in¬ 
dustry because of aflatoxin 
poisoning. Some of the 
smaller producers didn't 
test for aflatoxin in their 
com and lost many sows 
and pigs a9 a result," he 
said. 

Cash prices in North 
Carolina will be in the up¬ 
per $40.00 range into the 
fall and winter, Nickels 
said. If corn priceB are 
lower, it will improve pro¬ 
fits, he said. 

More feeder pig pro¬ 
ducers have gone out of 
business during the last 
year, Baid Emmit Rawls, 
extension economist with 
the University of Ten¬ 
nessee at Knoxville. 
Farrow-to-finish producers 
\ in Tennessee usually 
i ducreose numbers when 


southern corn production is 
poor, which it was lost 
year, he said 

"Considering that corn 
stays at $2.50 per bushul 
and cash hog und hog 
futures prices stay in the 
upper $40.00 level, condi¬ 
tions for expansion in the 
Southeast are favorable 
this year," Rawls said. 

Southeastern hog pro¬ 
ducers are still at a disad¬ 
vantage because of grain 
transportation costs, 
Grimes said. 




rWK;?- 
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However, with higher | 
cash hog prices in the 
Southeast plus the other 
positive variables, many 
producers there could sur¬ 
vive transportation costs 
and interest rates and the 
Com Belt could have some 
"stiff competition from the 
Southeast," GrimeB said. 

Another positive factor 
for Southeastern hog pro¬ 
ducers is that demand for 
fresh pork and pork pro¬ 
ducts Ib higher there than 
in other parts of the coun¬ 
try, Nickels said. 

"Pork typically is a 
staple in the Southeastern 
diet." Nickels said. "Con¬ 
sumption here probably is 
1% to 2% higher per capita 
than in other regions." 

Nickels and Rawls 
agreed that hog production 
in the Southeast will never 
mirror that of the Corn 
Belt's and admitted that 
hog purchases in the 
Southeast mostly are to 
supplement purchases 
made in the Corn Belt.

PACKERS CONTINUE TO CHIP awny at the cash 
cuttle market while complaining about the yield grade -1 
problem, a boxed beef backlog and inadequate weekly 
direct trade volume. While feed lots admit to some over-fat 
cattle, they argue it is no way as serious as the one in 
February and suggest packers more than likely arc blow¬ 
ing tho situation out of proportion to drive prices lower. 

Also bothering feeders is the fact packers do not appear 
to be buying many cattle on a weekly basis. Although beef 
slaughter is down, feeders believe packers are slaughter¬ 
ing more cattle than they are buying. Shipment of cattle 
between packing plants and delivery of cattle against live 
cattle futures contracts by packers appear to be the ex¬ 
planation.

GATT to shelve debaiT? 

during review of DISC 


The U.S. will roooivo no 
pleasure from the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) ns it cun- 
linuos to review its 
Dumestic Inlernulinnnl 
Still's Corp. progrtun, accor¬ 
ding to sources. 

The G ATT council 
recently decided to shelve 
debate on Lhc DISC pro¬ 
gram, which the liuropemi 
Econumic Couiinunity has 
charged is nn yxpnrl sub¬ 
sidy plan, and there foie in 
violation of GATT's free 
trade rules, reports LICN. 

The council ulso deferred 
discussion of U.S. counter¬ 
charges that the Belgian, 
Dutch and French govern¬ 
ments were doing tho same. 

Tho council decided to 
resume the discussions 
when it meets again Nov. 3. 
However, al the main par¬ 
ticipants in the dispute 9ay 
they believed the matter 
will be settled before then, 

A Dutch spokeman, who 
is close to the BEC 
negotiating team and has 
been involved in the con¬ 
troversy since it began in 
1976, said, "There is no 
future in arguing about 
this in public unymore." 
He snid, "Wo hope negotia¬ 
tions between us and the 
U.S. will resolve the matter 
before tho GATT council 
meets again." 

However, the Dutch 
spokesman said he was noL 
1 overly impressed by sug- 
gestions that tho Rengnn 
| administration is about to 
legislate DISC out of ex¬ 
istence. 

"The Cnrter administra¬ 
tion promisor! the same 
thing, but nothing happen¬ 
ed," ho said.

Meat legislation 
awaiting sponsor 

The National Assn, d 
State Departments of Agri¬ 
culture (NASDA) Btflj b 

looldng for a sponsor fcrit! 

legislative proposal that 
would permit the inteF 
state sale of state-in¬ 
spected meat, a NASDA of¬ 
ficial told CNS. 

Under that proposal, 
state-inspected meat would 
carry an official marking 
identifying the state in 
which it was inspected,The 
proposal would not permit 
state-inspected meat to be 
sold in foreign markets. 

Under current law, state- 
run meat inspection pro¬ 
grams are required to oper¬ 
ate under standards at 
least equal to thoae of 
federal inspection. How¬ 
ever, that law stimpulates 
that state- inspected meat 
may only be marketed in¬ 
side that state. 

USD A generally sup¬ 
ports the NASDA proposal 
as a means of keeping thg 
approximately 30 states 
now conducting meat in¬ 
spections from shutting 
down those programs. 
When u state terminates 
its inspection program, 
USDA is obligated by law 
to assume tho inspection 
duties. 

Over the post fow years, 
an increasing number of 
stnLe moat inspection pro¬ 
grams have succumed to ef¬ 
forts by state legislators 
to trim fiscal budgets 
USDA a Food Safety and 
Inspection Sorvice, Tacsd 
with an austerity budget In 
fiscal 1982, would prefer to 
halt that trend by allowing 
inter-state sale of meat, m 
order to prevent further 
pressure on its budget.
